and 48 were drownings. Miscel- 
laneous accidents, including plane 
crashes, fires and falls, accounted 
for 83. 

The fatalities in an Associated 
Press survey covered the period 
from Friday to midnight Monday.

California counted 35 traffic 
fatalities, five drownings and 
seven miscellaneous deaths. 

Ned H.* Dearborn, president of | 
the National See Council, said 
today the record toll was “enough 
to make every decent American | 
Sick at heart and boiling mad.” 

“A nation posing as civilized 
has just given one of the most 
shocking peacetime exhibitions of 
mass _ indifference, recklessness 
and insatiable craving to show off 
that the world has ever seen,” he 
said in a statement. 

“America has ironically and 
tragically celebrated a holiday 
dedicated to the advancement and 
welfare of its citizens by wan- 
tonly killing more than 500 of 
those citizens in accidents that 
need never have happened. 


Biggest Toll 


“Approximately 400 of these | 
holiday victims died in traffic 
accidents—the biggest holiday 
traffic death toll in history. 

“A holiday record like this 
makes a mockery of the term, | 
‘pleasure driving.” When the 
Streets and highways are used 
like this, driving is a grim busi- 
ness.

“He (Un- 
ruh) turned that German Luger 
loose on those people like ducks 
in a pond.” 

Killed in the 45-minute hail of 
bullets were five men, five women 
|and two boys, aged two and five. 

Police authcrities believe it was 
the worst mass slaughter on a

Argued Over Fence 


When the smoke of battle Had 
cleared and Unruh had _ been 
quizzed for several hours by de- 
tectives, Thompson gave this ver- 
sion of what happened: 

Unruh’s house at 3202 River 
road was next door to a drugstore 
operated by 40-year-old Mautjte 
Cohen. There is no front entrance 
to Unruh’s house. 

Cohen, at one time, permitted 
Inruh to cross his yard when 
‘eaving or entering his own house 
‘rom the rear. 

But recently Cohen stopped Un- 
‘uh from crossing the yard by 
uuilding a fence and a gate. 


Kills Mother 


Today, Unruh walked — detec- 

tives said he never ran during’ all 
the shocting—from his house into 
the drugstore, tramped upstairs 
and shot Cohen's mother, Minnie, 
33, as She lay in bed. 
Cohen's wife, Rose, 38, heard 
j; the shot and ran into a bedroom 
where she locked her 12-year-old 
| son, Harold, in a closet. 

Unruh tracked her down and 
shot her cn the stairway of her 
home. 

Then he walked out the rear of 
| the drugstore. 

Cohen chased after him. 


Staggers Through Gate 


Unruh turned on him and shot. 
Cohen staggered through the gate 
he had built to keep Unruh out, 
collapsed in a gutter, dead. 

James J. Hutton, 45, a West- 
mont, N. J., insurance collector, 
was entering the drugstore as 
Unruh rounded a corner after 
i leaving the Cohen yard. 

A single shot killed Hutton. 

Then Unruh paraded up and 
down River road, entering one 
business establishment after an- 
|other. A single shot killed each 
of his victims. 

Finally he walked quietly back 
through the Cohen yard into his 
own house and barricaded him-
